The Old Council, in session Monday 
night, April 1, refused to accept the 
m onthly report of Police Judge My ­ 
ers, and stated th a t in their estim a­ 
tion, some of the fines assessed dur­ 
ing M arch were not 
large 
enough. 
Judge My ers has seen fit to 
bring 
the following opinion of the action to 
The Standard for publication. 


SHOW C H E C K -U P HAS

I have alway s credited Mr. Den­ 
man of being 
a proponent 
of 
the 
Darwin theory of evolution; b ut 
1 
never suspected him of taking 
ad 
vantage of his unsuspecting constitu- 
ants for the above purpose by pro 
m ulgating a sentim ent 
th a t 
would 
cause them to undertake 
to 
reject 
the filing 
of the Police Judg e’s re 
port-* 
The statutes of Missouri, as revis­ 
ed in 19 19 , make it m andatory upon 
a police judge of a city of the third 
class in Missouri to file 
with 
the 
City Clerk a report of ail cases heard 
in his court the month j a. t. 
Thus, 
y ou see it is made m andatoiy upon 
the p art of the clerk to leceive said 
report, and I could 
within 
tw enty 
four hours have a w rit of m andam us 
served on the clerk, and force him to 
receive and file the report 
if 
I so 
eared. 
T he reason for filing the r e ­ 
port is to place the clerk in position 
to com pare it with the report of the 
Chief of Police who collects nnd ac­ 
counts for all the fines imposed 
and 
assessed by the Police Judge. 
The Council, as 
a 
body , 
has as 
much jurisdiction 
in rejecting 
my 
police judg e’s report, as they would 
have in 
vetoing 
or 
rejecting 
the 
M cN arv-H augen Bill, or the Fordney - 
MeCumber Bill in the United States 
Congress. 
I filed my report in 
the 
tim e specified*by law. as usual, 
and 
was treated discourteously by 
the 
Senior Councilmen from W ards two 
ami four without cause and while the 
Council was in session, and at a time 
ami place where 1 had legal right to 
be. 
Their objection seemed to 
be 
for 
the reason that I had assessed some 
penalties too much 
and 
some 
not 
enough. 
I did them the courtesy to 
show them by the record or by 
re­ 
ferring to the record, that the penal­ 
ties were in keeping with the degree 
of offense com m itted at the time and 
place of offence. 
I cannot quote the 
City records because of the fact that 
at the present 
time, 
the 
m inutes 
(from 
which 
the 
record 
is to be 
m ade) are w ritten in pencil or loose 
sheets, and I would not care to refer 
to them until made perm anent. 
1 have shown that the Board acted 
entirely without jurisdiction. 
I may be stirring up the mud in 
the Council, 
but if 1 am, 
it’s 
the 
Council’s mud, and- they gave me the 
spade. 
This office, held by me, 
was 
given me by the 
people, 
and 
was 
provided for by legislation 
in 
the 
sam e way as was the Council. When 
J was given charge 
of

Police 
Judg e’s office, I promised the people 
I would adm inister the same without 
prejudice or partiality , fear or favor, 
and this I have done to the utm ost of 
my ability . 
G ranting equal and just 
rights to all, regardless of religious

aim, and I will not be corerced by any 
power into assessing brutal penalties 
that will make m alefactors of decent 
y oung men and woman and- of boy s 
and girls. 
As the senior Alderm an 
from W ard four would have me do. 
N either will I be a knavish hy pocrite 
and wear a mask of pretended vir­ 
tue. 
I refuse so to conduct my

fice. 
I will not be guilty of advising 
and seeking to defend out of court a 
law violator as some officers have, but 
1 ajn at all tim es ready and willing 
to co-operate with any departm ent of 
the City G overnm ent to the end that 
all will be benefited thereby . 
I fight fanaticism every w here and 
all the tim e; because 
there 
is 
no 
cruelty so relentless as the cruelty of 
fanaticism , and there is no weapon so 
dangerous as th at held in the Viands 
of a bigot. 
I have good reason to be­ 
lieve, and do believe, there is a skele­ 
ton in the closet somewhere and

Floy d C. Shoem aker 
This week m arks the 76th birthday 
of the M issourian who was responsi­ 
ble for 
the 
act 
and its ex ecution 
which directly affected American en 
listnrent in the 
World 
War. 
Major 
General Enoch H. Crow der was burn 
in the 
litlte 
village 
of Edinburgh. 
G rundy County , Missouri on April 11 
1859 . 
His early education was received 
at the G rand River College in E din­ 
burgh. 
Though probably 
influenced 
by several things, he acted 
on 
his 
m oth er’s suggestion to take the West 
Point ex am ination. 
He received 
a 
cadetship appointm ent, entered 
the 
United S tates M ilitary Academy 
in 
Septem ber, 1877, and was graduated 
with honor and distinction in 1881. 
He was assigned 
to 
the 
Eighth 
C avalry as second lieutenant and or­ 
dered to Fort Brown, Tex as. 
How 
ever, unwilling to wait for opportun­ 
ity , hi* sought 
an 
appointm ent 
as 
professor of Military Tactics in the 
U niversity of Missouri in 1885, where 
he studied law at the sam e time. He 
completed the course in 1886, but Hit 
not leave the U niversity until 188'.*. 
He did much for the cause 
of 
thi 
m ilitary course in the U niversity , and 
was also very popular with the stud­ 
ents. 
In 
connection 
with 
the 
Eighth 
Cavalry , in 1886 and 189 0, respective­ 
ly , he participated in the conflict with 
the Apaches 
in 
A rizona 
and 
New 
Mex ico and against the Indians 
in 
the Dakotas. 
These two Indian cam 
paigns make up the total of General 
C row der’s actual fighting in line of 
battle. 
He served connections with 
the Eight Cavalary in ’ 81» 1, when he 
began his career in the legal de p a rt­ 
ment of the arm y .

In 19 10 M ajor Crow der was sent as 
a delegate from the United S tate s to

at Buenois Aires

100th anniversary . 
In 19 11 he 
was 
made judge 
advocate 
general with 
the rank of 
brigadier 
general, 
the 
highest rank in the legal departm ent 
of the army . 
He then brought about 
a com plete revision of the rules an« ) 
regulations for th e 'g ove rnm e nt ano 
discipline of the arm y , which was put 
into effect on March 1, 19 17. 
Up to this tim e General C row der’s 
-ervices although im portant were of 
a nature to attraet% attention mostly 
in governm ental

MUST FOWL QUARTERS 
BE FOUL QUARTERS? 


“ M arried m en”, so states the wise* 
cracking vaudeville perform er, “ have 
their 1 >etter 
halves, 
hut 
bachelors 
have better q u a rte rs”. 
While a great 
many people may take issue with the 
foregoing statem ent, it would be hard 
to disprove that a m ajority of 
the 
chicken 
being raised in this country 
are entitled to better q u arte rs and do 
not get them. 
Certainly, a d istre ss­ 
ingly large proportion of the poultry 
being raised today would fall in that 
category. 
All too often, the m atter of poul­ 
try housing is left until 
everything 
else has been provided for and then, 
any kind of old shack will be hastily 
throw n together, often in a location 
not deiberatoly chosen for the 
pur­ 
pose. but which is used because it >s 
tit for nothing else. 
As 
a m atter of fact, the location 
that is tit for nothing else is usually 
unfit for poultry raising, but that is. 
apparently, not often taken into con­ 
sideration. 
1 shall briefly descrilie a 
type of house which, a fte r 
experi­ 
m enting with m any kinds for over 20 
years, I am convinced is the cheap­ 
est. moat practical, healthiest, 
more 
com fortable and easiest to build poul­ 
try house, for the average farm flock, 
of which I have any knowedge. 
If 1 
felt otherwise, it is quite certain 
all 
my own poultry houses would not be 
built on this plan. 
My ideal poultry house is the one­ 
way shed roof, open front, fresh air 
type that adm its plenty of sunshine 
and plenty of fresh air at all times 
without drafts, and faces south. 
It 
should be 20 feet wide or deep 
from 
north to south, and as long as neces­ 
sary to accommodate the flock. 
A 
house 20x20 feet is a nice size for an 
ordinary size small farm flock. It will 
com fortably house 100 
hens of the 
la rg er breeds and 135 Leghorns 
in 
all cold and m oderate clim ates; while 
in w arm er climates, 25 per cent more 
ta n be housed without crowding. This 
is due to the fact th a t the fowls do 
not have to be 
housed 
m any 
days 
during the w inter in the w arm er sec­ 
tions of the United States. 
It is 
a 
great m istake to crowd chickens in­ 
to a house, as they should have plen­ 
ty of room at all times. 
This house 
should be 9 feet high in fro n t and 
6 
feet ir the rear. 
There should be 
a 
trap door 10 or 12 inches wide along 
the north wall just under the roof 
that should he 
opened 
du rin g 
hot 
w eather for coolness at night; while 
during fall, w inter and spring 
the 
north, east and west walls should be 
absolutely as near air-tight as 
they 


can be made. 
In a long house, there 
should be a solid partition from the 
hack alm ost to the front every 20 or 
25 feet to prevent 
d rafts 
sweeping 
from one end of the house to the o th ­ 
er on the birds at night. 
The openings in the front are 
al’ 
the ventilators a poultry house needs, 
and the laigei these perm anent open 
ir.gs are, the healthier the fowls will 
be, as long as they do not freez their 
combs and 
toes. 
By 
having 
the 
roosts along the north wall then* will 
be no d rafts at night by having the 
north, oust and 
west 
walls 
closed 
tight, even if the south is open. 
Every poultry house should have a 
floor -tuther concrete or wood. 
It is 
impossible to keep a dirt floor clear 
and sanitary. 
The floors in all my 
houses are made of tongue and groov-i 
de flooring th at is absolutely tight. 
All my houses are up on posts two or 
three feet high, which provides 
a 
cool place «luting th«* heat of su m ­ 
mer. 
A good roof is very essential, 
as a poultry house must be kept dry 
if the fowls are to be kept healthy 
The usual mnt«*rial 
us«*d 
for 
shed 
r«*ofs is either roofing paper or g a l­ 
vanized iron. 
The latter is usually 
the m ost durable, but it is also very 
hot during hot w eather if the roof t* 
not high. 
A straw loft or a ceiling 
under the rafters 
will 
m ike 
tr.t 
house n gr«*at deal cooler in summ et 
and also w arm er in the winter. 
Do 
not have the roof too low. especially 
in warm climates, nor too high, es 
peeiall.v up north. 
There should b 
five and a half or six feet clearanc« 
space in the rear, and 8 or 1» feet in 
the front inside. 
This poultry house is equally goo 1 
in any clim ate and at any season 
ol 
the year, the only difference being in 
the construction of the front open­ 
ings. 
In 
the 
southern 
States, 
th<* 
front should In* left almost 
entirely 
open at all times, while 
up 
north 
where the w eather is cold, most 
of 
the front should be closed 
for 
the 
protection of the fowls. 
In tin* north- 
ern States, quite a portion 
of 
th< 
front can he covered with glass su b ­ 
stitu tes to adm it light and sunshine, 
and sufficient air for ventilation can 
be had through openings that 
are 
covered 
with thin muslin 
curtains 
du rin g cold 
w eather. 
In 
clim ates 
sim ilar to Missouri, the openings in 
the front should e«jual about lb pei 
cent of the floor area of the 
house, 
and these openings should be 
left 
open at all times except in extrem e 
cold w eather or while storm ing from 
the south, when a thin muslin curtain 
can be pulled down. 
Of course, some rain will beat 
in 
the southern openings at tinu*s, 
but 
th<> harm from this is trival as com ­ 
pared to having the 
front 
of the 
house closed or nearly so. 
The floor should be sloping a little 
to the front, so th a t the rain 
that 
should blow in will run to the front 
and out. 
No ordinary 
glass 
windows 
are 
needed in the front 
of 
a 
poultry 
house, and very few any place else. 
The front of the 
house 
should 
be 
boarded up solid for three feet above 
the floor, and all openings should be 
above this. 
In cold climates, the 
north, 
east 
and west walls should be made warm . 
Ship-lap or drop 
siding 
should
